I  HAVE  lately  been  making  some  attempt  to  form  a  genealogy  of 
this  family,  to  which  little  attention  has  ever  yet  been  paid.  It  may 
be  said  that  the  family  has  deserved  no  more,  never  having  been  of 
importance  or  prominence  ;  this,  however,  is  an  argument  which  the 
true  genealogist  rejects  with  scorn,  believing  that  every  one  who  has 
lived  has  thereb}'^  gained  the  right  to  have  his  pedigree  recorded  at 
length.  My  own  interest  in  this  family  is  caused  by  the  fact  of 
descent  from  the  first  of  the  name.  It  is  indeed  pleasant  to  have  the 
interest  of  kinship  combined  with  such  extreme  novelty  of  research. 

24  February,  1,640,  the  town  of  Boston  granted  to  George 
PoFFER  land  for  five  heads,  that  is,  twenty  acres,  at  Mount  Wollas- 
ton,  afterwards  Braintree.  Of  him  nothing  more  is  known,  but 
the  family  was  continued  under  the  name  of  Puffer  by  two  persons, 
who  may  confidently  be  called  his  sons  ;  and  the  "  widow  Puffer," 
who  died  at  Braintree  12  February,  1677,  was  undoubtedly  his 
relict.  Mary  Puffer,  "an  aged  woman  "  who  died  at  the  same  place, 
22  July,  1700,  is  perhaps  more  likely  to  have  been  his  daughter, 
than  the  widow  of  his  eldest  son.

His  second  wife  died  at  Dedham  27  December,  1685,  and  he 
married  thirdly  at  Milton  14  May,  1697,  Mary  Crehore,  j)robably 
widow  of  Teague  Crehore  of  Milton.  In  1662  he  received  an  allots-, 
mcnt  of  land  at  Mendon,  where  he  lived  a  few  years,  about  1666—75, 
and  was  a  Selectman  1671,  2  ;  afterwards  he  lived  at  Dedham,  later 
at  Dorchester,  whei-e  he  belonged  at  the  time  of  his  third  marriage. 
12  November,  1693,  he  was  admitted  to  the  Chui'ch  of  Milton,  but 
in  eveiy  other  respect  seems  to  have  preserved  his  connection  with 
Dorchester,  where  he  was  Surveyor  of  Highways  1702,  and  Tything- 
man  1705.  He  died  thei-e  9  May,  1717.  I  presume  he  lived  in 
that  part  of  Dorchester  which  is  now  Stoughton.

nothing  Doubting  but  at  the  General  Resurrection  I  shall  receive  the  same 
again  by  the  Almighty  Power  of  God,  and  as  touching  such  wOi^ldly  Estate 
wherewith  it  hath  pleased  God  for  to  Bless  me  ui  this  life  I  Give  Demise 
and  Dispose  of  the  same  in  the  following  manner  of  form  Imprimis  I  Give 
and  bequeath  unto  Mary  Puffar  my  dearly  beloved  wife  after  my  Decease 
the  income  of  one  third  of  my  Estate  and  Ten  pounds  in  money  to  be  jiaid 
to  her  b}'  my  Executors  out  of  my  Moveable  Elstate.  Item  I  giv^e  and  be- 
queath unto  my  well  beloved  son  John  Puflfkr  one  half  of  my  Meadow  lying  in 
the  loul  meadows  and  no  more  because  he  has  had  a  sufficient  portion  already.

Item  I  give  to  my  beloved  daughter  Hestar 
Sumnar  the  one  halfe  of  my  fresh  Meadow  in  the  foul  Meadows.  Item  I 
give  unto  my  well  beloved  Sou  Jonathan  Puffar  whom  I  Constitute  and 
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appoint  one  of  my  Executors  of  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament  one  lialfe 
of  my  Salt  Meadow  in  Milton  and  fifty  Acres  of  Land  lying  on  the  North 
Side  of  the  Indian  line  and  one  halfe  of  my  Sixscore  Acres  of  Land  in 
Dedham  near  to  Wrentham.  Item  I  give  to  my  beloved  son  Eliazer  Puf- 
far  whom  I  also  Constitute  to  bo  one  of  my  Executors  all  my  housing  and 
the  Land  thereunto  Adjoining  which  I  have  not  already  Disposed  of  to  my 
Son  James  and  Jonathan  &  also  one  halfe  of  my  Salt  Meadow  in  Milton. 
Item  I  give  to  my  well  beloved  Daughter  Abigail  Crane  one  halfe  of  my 
lot  of  land  in  Dedham  near  Wrentham  &  I  do  hereby  Utterly  Disallow  all 
other  Wills  and  Testaments  Confirming  this  and  no  other  to  be  my  Last
